Oyerlanb M.\n, Attacked ny Indians. 
— The Eastern Overland Sta^e which left 
Tucson on tho 4ih inst., wan i'up.d upon by 
Indians sonne two miles west of the Apache 
Station. The night was dark, and the stage 
was thereby enabled' to get through to the 
station. Tho fira of the Indians killed one 
mule and broke tho driver's leg. The next 
day the Indians gathered about the station in 
lari^'o numbers and threo of tho whites were 
so imprudent as to go among them. One 
fought his way out, one was shot dead and 
the other made prisoner. Mr. Culver, con- 
ductor of the Eastern train, lodo un express 
to Tucson, a distnnco.of 125 miles, in twenty- 
fou'r hours. A short distance this side of the 
statiott lie foiihd the remains of a wagon 
train and the bodies of eight men murdered 
by the Indians.

Christian Koppitz,. the celebrated German 
flutist, is dead.

The Coites brings Panama dates to the 
29lh of January. It was reported in Panama 
that fouri hundted iiiienj headed by a boal- 
nian on 'the Mn'gdalena river, had attacked 
and defeated Nisles' troops, capturing boats, 
provisions and munitions of war. On the 
24lh an outbreak had occurred among the 
Santa Martha and other troops quartered at 
Panama, in consequence of short rations. It 
was quelled wiih difficulty. The_ United 
States sloop-of-war Levant is still missing. 

When the Chrysopolis was opposite An- 
gel Island, on her way to Sacramento, Fob. 
18th, a shooting all'ray took place ia the 
forward saloon. It appears two men were 
distiiiBsing tho acts ortheYigilance Com- 
mittee, when a third party, named Lyons, 
approached and asked one of ttietn if he was 
n friend to one of that Committee.. He an- 
swered yes, when Lyons struck him with 
his fist, and'at tho same tiine drew his pis- 
tol and fired. Tho ball passed across his 
back, cutting a piece of his coat and vest 
out, and passin,^; by the crowd, lodged in the 
saloon door. Capt. Chadwick immediately 
took charge of Lyons and put him below 
deck. 

The idea of a Pacific Republic is certainly 
exploded. The San Francisco Herald, which 
has had the credit o^ favoring it, claims to 
have demonstrated that it is "an absurdity, 
even were the Union to be hopelessly sun- 
dered and broken into fragments, without 
the co-operation of Oregon, Washington 
Territiry, Arizona, New Mexico and West- 
ern Utah or the Carson Valley region." This 
is certainly a clincher on the proposition.

EUROPEAN NEWS. 

Tub steamers Arabia nn<l United King- 
dom, bringing Liverpool dates of January 
20th, have arrived at New York, 

The Courier Mercantile publishes letters 
from Naples, dated Jan. llith, slating that 
several thousand men, under command uf 
General Lora, had entered the Neapolitan 
provinces, through the Roman territory, and 
defeated the less numbers of Italian forces 
near Tnglezzio, compelling them to retire 
on Anazanp. Gen. Touiz has left with re- 
inforcements for Nord. 

It is staled tbr.'i a treaty bel;v?Bn P;u8sia 
and Austria guarantees Venice to Austria. 

The King of Prussia's address, on the 
ICih, ts ihe Generals, says : " He has been 
called to the throne at an epoch of dangers 
and much prospect of combat, in which I 
shall, perhaps, need all your' devotedness. 
If I do not succeed in turning aside the 
storm which is rising, we uhalT have need 
of our forces to defend ourselves. The 
speech caused a sensathm in Paris ^rhen it 
was reported that the King was aware that 
Denmark was his nominal enemy ; but the 
real question is, whether France is to have 
the Rhine. 

Warlike preparations were active in Den- 
mark, An address to tho King is being 
signed, calling on him to resist external 
pressure, and not to abandon the Danish 
nationality to Schleswig. Russia protests 
against German menaces t jwards Denmark, 

It is rumored that a semi-oflioial article is 
about to appear, declaring lhat if Piedmont 
makes war on Austria, she will expect no 
aid from France. 

Troops have left Genoa for Naples j fri- 
gates have also left for Gaeta. 

The French arniy is to bel increased by 
several regiments of infantry. 

General Klapa was preparing for a rising 
in Hungary. 

Tho trial pf the Beyrout assassins was 
concluded. The prisoners had been sen- 
tenced to dsath, and the Turkish to exile. 

It was reported that GaribaMi had an- 
nounced his intention »o goto Constantino- 
ple shortly. 

Naples, Jan, 19th. 

Admiral Barbier du Tinan, \vilh the re- 
mainder of the French fleet, left the waters 
of Gaeta lo-day. 

A meeting of Jews, from all quarters of 
the world, had been held at London, to con- 
cert measures for the restoration of the child 
Mortara. 

The steamer Edinburgh, which arrived at 
New York on the 17th January, from 
Queenstown on the 3d. had S0OO.OOO_ in 
specie on board. Tho steamer Canadian, 
which arrived at Portland Me., on January 
17th, with dates from Londonderry to ^the 
4th, brought S')800,000 in specie. 

Thu Jluyul Ouutirupliiuul Socioty propose 

raising a subscription of £2,000 for sending 
an expedition, under Mr. Petherick (her 
Majesty's consul al" Khartum) up the Nile, 
lo explore its sources, and to aid that of 
Captain Speke, already dispaiched by way 
of Zanibar for the same direction. The 
Society gives £105, the Foreign OfScej £lpo, 
Lord Ashburtoh and Miss B'urdett Coiitts 
each contributed £50. An appeal was 
made to scientific men and others, and al- 
ready £68» had been secured. Should the 
required sum be quickly i-aised, Mr; Pether- 
ick unuertakes to reach Gondokoro in No- 
vember next; he will then explore till 
March, 1862, and, after the rainy season, 
start afresh, and continue his travels till the 
end of 1863, or the beginning of 1864.

tached to the Stuart family in the capacity 
of secretary, £25.

The News. 

Th9new8':wa,the Andersoni yesteftlay, 
represents the Slates in. a far more distracted 
oondition than at previous advices. So far 

• IS wecaa glean from- otir- brief advices, 
matters in Soiitii: Carolina, Florida 'ahd'Lou< 
isiana are more revolutionary than ever. 
Tile delay of the Fet.eral Govemmeat in 
takinga decided stand to suppress rebellion, 
has eaaied the 'seoeding Sietesito be more 
audadious'ln 'theii: dethatids.; South Caro- 
lina, not satisfied with Major Aaiierson'a 
evaOiiit'tida'pf Fort Moultrie, now demands 
the surrender of Fort Sumpter. Surrender 
cr War is her ultiinatum. ' It is impossible 
to believe that'thie Fort will be given up to 
the provisional State authorities by the Fed- 
eral Government, Rumors were current on 
the departure of the Pony Express that 
Furt.^iithptcr had been reinforced, and that 
a ooliieicni bad occurred between the State 
and Federal'au'thorities. , We should hot be 
aurprisedjo receive by the next mail a con- 
firmation of the report. It is evidently the 
deiign of South Carolina'to precipitate dvil 
war, in order to render compromise im- 
possible, and secession succeaslul by com- 
raiuing the Cotlon States to her policy. 

Louisiana and Alabama have even gone 
to greater lengths than South Carolina in 
seizing federal property. Tho Mint and 
Cuslom House at New Orloaos with §350,000 
have fallen a booty to tho New Orleans 
secessionists ; whilst at Mobile lha Alnbami- 
ans have taken a United States revenue cut- 
ter; and from the intimation in tho tolo- 
grEm, " with resistance," wc concludo that 
aoolHsion occurred at her capture. From 
Pensacola, Florida, there comes a report of 
a Sjjht, with what result is not stated. In 
the array and navy (Jlsufluction exists. Tho 
Cotton States appear willing to iirgo matters 
to extremes. With the exception of Texas, 
&1I South of ChiulcJton nre for disunion. 
Even Tennessee is reporloJ as hiivltig sent 
her delogiites to tho Montgurnory Secossiun- 
istCouvention, insrend of to the Uuioii Con- 
vention nt Wiiahiiigtoa. The returns of the 
eleotioh of dele^jates to tho Vircinia 
Conveniicn are on tho side of secession ; and 
Louisiana has cupped tho climax of seizing 
Federal property, bv promul.^aling her Re- 
cession ordinance and withdrawing hor dele- 
gates from Congress. The picture of affairs 
South is really deplorable; and what renders 
it still more gloomy is the faot lliat no com- 
promise ha.syet been made in Congress. The 
Crittenden resolutions, through which many 
anticipated thai n quietus would bo given 
to secession, have been defeated in tho Sen- 
ate; buta vote of reconsidGnition moved by 
Cnmeron of Pennsylvania has been carried. 
Seward, who is evidently tho foremost man 
of the United States in Congress, slill pro- 
diets an amicable solution of the difficulty ; 
and denounces coercion as Sorcely in his last 
speech os in tho first. The Committee of 
Thirty-throe have effected nothing so far ; and 
on the whole it nppearsj di;ubtful whether 

• Congress will effect much towards preserv- 
ing the Union. Great hopes are entertained 
of the Union Convention at Washington. 
What action it had intended to tako had not 
been disclosed up to the time tho Pony Ex- 
press left. Should the Washington Conven- 
tion not find a panacea, it is diflieult to see 
vhot arbitrator can bo appointed between 
tho Federal Government and tho Secession 
States except the sword. 

Evidently the policy of Buchanan, so far,. 
hit b6en to. temporize; avoid a collision, 
with tho hope of the revolutionary feeling 
(ubsiding. But the recent seizures of Fed- 
ejsl property indicate that his unaggressive 
polioy*baa been unsuccessful so far. Sew- 
ard, as tbe 'repreientatiTe of the Republican 
party and the in-ooming Administration, ap- 
pears incliiiedytoMbe padifio pblidy of Bu- 
chanan. Yet both are apparently commit- 
ted^tpitbepolioy of resenting any- attacks on 
the uiiiled-StatesV' Seward evidently aims at 
the passage of temporary measures for the 
pacification of the South, and when the 
ooUDtry calms down, to bring forward meas- 
ures for the final settlement of the slavery 
issue. If he effeotr, his object, he will rank 
tfitii the fou.iders 'jf the Republic. 

At the iate which the revolution ad- 
vances— daily acquiring new strength, and 
daily committing aggressions on the Federal 
Government— within a brief periocl^the, 
South will be virtually iridependetit" and a 
(eparate and distinct nation. Once virtu- 
ally independent, and the seceding Stales 
united for common defence, nothing but ab- 
ject concession from the North will be like- 
ly to induce them to return to the Union. 
It is a fact beyond doubt that the secession 
leadirs want to dissolve the Union,— and 
the eieotion of Lincoln is only put forth as a 
plausible eifduse to effect their object. The 
great fear is that the pacific policy may over- 
Btep the mark, and present to the world a 
nation shattered to piene-s in the fulness of 
its power witjiput strijcing a bl(iw, to pjsrpetu- 
ute ndtioiiire'xistehc*/' . . 



Austria and' Venetia. — Letter writers 
for European papers are busily employed 
in settling the fate of the only Italian pro- 
vince now remaining to Austria — Venetia. 
From papers received yesterday, per over- 
land ma'l, we glean the important (if true) 
iaielligence Ihat^ " Lord Palmerston has 
decided, with the i^ull approbation and in- 
dorsement of Napoi';on, to propose to Aus- 
tria the peaceable transfer of Yenitia to 
France for ' a valuable consideration,' which 
is reported to be £30,000,000 sterling, or 
8150,000,000." This sum England and 
Franco are to guarantee to Austria. Franca 
then transfers to Victor Emanuel Venetia 
as she did Lombardy, and England joins 
her in guaranteeing its possession to the 
Italian Kingdom. France also withdraws 
from Rome her garrison, giving to the Pope 
the option of remaining iu the Vatican, as 
Supreme Head of iho Italian Church, or of 
choosing any city out of France for his resi- 
dence j Victor Emanuel providing in both 
laoes a certain inconio for hia Holiness. 
Rome, is then to be made the capital of 
Italy. It is said that the reason why Louis 
Napoleon will not have tho Pope in France 
is that he has resolved to make himself the 
nominal head of the Galilean Church, a.s the 
Queen of England and tho Czar of Russia 
are the nominal heads" of their respective 
national churches. In order to facilitate 
this important move in European progress, 
Palmerston has exchanged the Ministers at 
Berlin and Vienna, Lord Bloomfield uoir)g 
to the Hapsburga and Lord Loftus to the 
IlohenzoUerns. As this is the only way to 
avoid a war in the Spring, France and Eng- 
land,: it is said, have resolved to apply the 
screw to. Francis Joseph, should he prove 
refractory ; with Hungary in its present 
state he may be inclined to relinquish what 
h'^ cannot keep. It is not improbable that 
ho 'may bo compelled to hand over his crown 
to jiis son, II child of two years old, and 
transfer the management of affairs to a 
regency.
